Death Toll 
Tops 4,000 


BUCHAREST. R om ania (U P I) 
Doctors treating an endless line of 
casualties from 
F'riday’s devastating 
ing earthquake say the death toll could 
top 4,(HK). 
The quake, which measured 7.2 on 
the open-ended Richter Scale, rocked 
FJurope 
from 
Moscow 
to 
Rome, 
focusing 
its 
deadliest 
jolt 
on 
this 
country of 21 million. 
Dozens of apartment 
buildings 
many housing up to 300 people 
— 
cracked 
and 
collapsed, 
b u r y i n g 
hundreds under mounds of brick, glass 
and plaster. 
The grim search for bodies began 
almost immediately. 
Rescuers, 
using 
cranes 
a n d 
bulldozers to remove piles of debris, 
have found at least a dozen survivors, 
including 
a 
7year-old 
boy 
and 
his 
g ra n d fa th er 
huddled 
beneath 
the 
rubble of 
their 
six-story 
apartment 
building. 


But 
doctors 
and

students al 40 Bucharest hospitals said 
the death toll probably will top 4,000 
Some said there were 1,000 bodies in 
one hospital alone. 
The official government casualty toll 
was 
746 
dead 
and 
5,642 
injured, 
although officials later said the figures 
were in error. Apparently they were 
released before being cleared 
by a 
higher authority.

The United States, at the request of 
the Romanian government, said it will

Carter Confuses 
MOSCOW (UPI) — A Soviet official is reported to 
have told an American visitor that the Kremlin was 
“caught off guard” by President Carter's decision to 
speak out on human rights. 
“So were w e.” the American official was said to have 
replied. 
The story, although probably apocryphal, nonetheless 
illustrates the uncertainty which seem s to mark the 
SovietAmerican relationship. 
With increasingly shrill rhetoric, the Soviets have 
dism issed Washington's statem ents of concern for 
dissidents in the Eastern bloc as illegal interference in 
■domestic affairs. 
Kremlin policymakers have also made it clear to 
Carter that the whole range of issues embraced by 
detente could by jeopardized in the process. 
“Statesmen are judged by not by words but deeds,’ 
the Communist party newspaper Pravda noted recently 
And the deeds of the new U.Si administration do not 
square 
with 
the 
positive 
development 
of 
Soviet 
American relations.” 
“The Soviets have their backs against the walls on an 
issue which is for them one of cardinal principle,” one 
estern diplomat observed recently. 
“Unfortunately, it is also a matter of principle for the 
United States.” 
The consensus here is that the Soviets resolved to 
move against organized dissent before the June meeting 
in Belgrade which will review implementation of the 
1976 Helsinki security accords. Several provisions of the 
Helsinki pact pledge governments to respect human 
rights. 
Whether the Kremlin considered the probable reaction 
in the West to the crackdown on the dissidents is 
unknown. But it seem s likely the Soviets never expected 
Carter to make good on his campaign promises to speak 
out publicly on the issue. 
At the sam e time, analysts say they are convinced the 
crackdown was not designed to test Carter’s resolve.' 
In historical terms, the present confrontation appears 
almost identical to the conflict in 1974 which surrounded 
the so-called Jackson amendment to the American 
Trade Reform Act. 
Under the amendment, which was eventually passed 
into law, the United States sought to pressure the Soviet 
Union into easing emigration restrictions in exchange 
for trade benefits and credit. 
The Soviets angrily rejected the conditions and voided 
an earlier trade agreem ent with Washington. 
Dissident Jews, who were primarily affected by the 
conflict, supported the Jackson amendment and continue 
to do so even though emigration has declined sharply 
since early 1975.

Will Surgery Correct Snoring? 


I’ve been told that the only 
way to cure my snoring is to 
have an operation on my nasal 
septum. I can’t get a guarantee 
from the surgeon. I want to 
explore every other avenue for 
relief.

D ear Mr. S.: 
E a r, 
nose 
and 
th ro a t 
specialists all agree that it is a 
rarity to ever see a perfectly 
straight 
septum. 
The 
nasal 
septum , composed of bone and 
cartilage, separates one side of 
the nose from the other. 
A slight curve of the septum is 
alm ost alw ays present. Unless 
there is a m arked deviation of 
the septum that com presses 
vital parts of the nasal tissues, 
su rg e ry 
is 
not 
ro u tin ely 
suggested. 
It is true that, in som e in­ 
stances, snoring m ay be a t­ 
tributed to the shape of the 
septum. This is not common, 
however. This is undoubtedly 
why 
your 
d octor 
will 
not 
“ guarantee” that the snoring 
will 
d isa p p e a r 
follow ing 
surgery. 
I would suggest that you try 
o th er 
a p p ro ac h es 
first. 
A llerg ies, p a la te d iso rd e rs, 
excessive dryness of the air in 
Hie 
bedroom, 
and 
positions 
du rin g sleep m ay be con­ 
tributing factors. 


Every once in a while I get a 
salty taste in my mouth. It lasts 
for a few days, then disappears. 
No one seem s to be able to 
explain this. — Mr. M.H., Va. 
Dear Mr. H.: 
Only recently, a new patient 
complained to me about such a 
salty taste. He was not taking 
any drugs or m edicines. He was 
not a sm oker. And there w ere no 
changes in his diet. 
The only clue w as that he had 
not had his teeth cleaned for 
m any years. I referred him to a 
dentist who found enormous 
collections of plaque, tarta r and 
m ineral deposits beneath the 
gums. 
When all this was cleaned out 
and w hen 
the gum s w ere 
returned to a healthy condition, 
the salty taste disappeared. 
If you have ruled out drugs or 
unusual diet you m ight give 
thought to the possibility that 
your teeth and gum s area is the 
causative factor.

History And Hearsay 
American Life Style

A m ajor change in the American way oi life 
is coming. In fact, it is alm ost here. A IOO year 
old trend is ended For more than a century, 
Am ericans have tended to forsake the land 
for the city. The m igration from the small 
town to urban and suburbaneenters has ended 
with the nation's people seeking once again to 
live in the sm all towns and villages which 
once were the cornerstone of the American 
lifestyle. 
We have long ceased to have villages which 
were self contained, supplying every need of 
their inhabitants. Today we have instead, 
goods and products which are brought to us 
through the m ost com plex d istrib u tio n 
system in the world But the dream lingers of 
that fortotten village where folks raised their 
own vegetables, m eats and fruits. W here the 
village doctor and law yer was an institution 
and every kind of article could be purchased 
at one or more of the village stores. 
Once these com plete containers of living 
existed throughout A m erica and the con­ 
tinent. Many of them forgotten and aban 
doned by the m ajority of Am ericans but (here 
are still loyal inhabitants who live in them. 
But they did exist and provided all the good 
citizen needed One of these is C arthage. One 
1899 public re la tio n s e x p ert a d v e rtise d 
Carthage to the world. “C arthage, the second 
city in size in Hush County is a thriving 
progressive town of nearly 2,000 inhabitants. 
The citizens, especially the businessm en are 
thrifty and energetic, and it will be but a short 
tim e, until this town will be recognized as a 
com m ercial and m anufacturing center of 
m ore than ordinary im portance.” 
Well, this was alm ost true. C arthage, which 
had been laid out on August 18, 1834 by John 
Clark and Henry Henley could boast clean, 
graveled streets and 
cem ent 
sidewalks. 
There was a “straw board w alks,” probably 
the ancestor of today’s container factory. 
C arthage industry plus the surrounding rich 
farm land m ade the C arthage m erchant 
prosperous. For instance, those hankering for 
city clothes could visit Nixon and Gottlieb 
where they could buy such clothes or order a 
suit of clothes tailored to specification 
lf you had a little money in hand and were 
hungry, you might stop on West Mill Street at 
the restaurant and bakery of J.B Shook and 
wife. There you could satisfy your thirst with 
soda 
water 
which 
went 
well 
with 
the 
specialties of the house, ice cream , oysters 
and bread 
If all this m ade you ill, you could run up the 
street 
to either one of C arthage’s 
two 
physicians. Dr John M Sipe, was the son of an 
O range doctor, having graduated from the 
Missouri Medical College of St. Louis. His 
chief competition in town was Dr O S. Coffin 
who operated a drug store on Mill Street. 
C arthage also boasted the usual num ber of 
groceries, livery stable and buggy shops, 
There was also one new spaper The C arthage 
Record It was a weekly at the tim e and as 
might be expected Republican in its politics. 


In those long gone days, women didn’t have 
much chance to show what they could do in 
business or in the professions, but Carthage 
was proud of its lone m illinery shop run by 
Miss M attie Bentley. Her praises were sung 
thus. “ She has had several years of ex­ 
perience 
in 
trim m ing and 
by carefully 
cultivating her natural taste and aptitude has 
become a real artist in her calling...and 
possesses the confidence and esteem of the 
entire com m unity.” 
Milroy at the other end of the county was 
not fortunate in having a m em ber of the 
weaker sex involved in its business world. At 
least the records for 1899 don’t show a woman 
involved in her own business. But Milroy for 
its sm aller size could also boast of its 
businesses and professions. 
The 
thriving 
community 
in 
Anderson 
township could brag about one business which 
Carthage seem ed to lack. There was a 
general store owned and operated by A.F. 
Walker. The proprietor was able to boast that 
his store contained “groceries, light hard­ 
ware, tin w are, stationary, dry goods, rations 
■ and aflTnifecellaneous articles usually kept in 
an up-to-date general store.” Milroy also had 
an 
excellent 
furniture 
and 
undertaking 
establishm ent run by S U. Norris. The good 
m ortician was able to advertise “ Mr. Norris 
is so situated that he is enabled to conduct a 
funeral from fifteen to twenty-five per cent 
less than the m ajor part of his competitors. 
This is because he does his own work, and is 
little expense.” 
Like 
C arthage. 
Milroy 
had 
its 
own 
newspaper. 
It 
was 
the 
Milroy 
Press 
Established in 1895, the paper was a weekly 
published by Frank Curtis G reen. Unlike its 
Carthage brother.it was not afilliated with a 
political party. 
Perhaps the good citizens of Milroy and 
Anderson Township had legal problem s they 
couldn’t solve in their sim ple tim e. If so, they 
could turn to Joseph F. Richie, Attorney at 
Law. 


Richie had come to Rush County in 1848 and 
for m any y ears he had served as Justice of 
The Peace for Anderson Township as well as 
a Notary Public. 
Milroy w as also proud of having a doctor 
who could have been one of the longest 
practicing physicians in the county. He was 
Dr. Samuel C. Thomas who had practiced his 
profession at Milroy since his graduation 
from the Eclectic College of Medicine at 
Cincinnati in 1858. 
Just as in Carthage, Milroy boasted stores, 
mills and other com m ercial interests which 
served the people of the com m unity well. 
Even if these enterprises w ere not located in 
the sm aller comm unities, there was no place 
else citizens could go to shop. T here were only 
the trains to Indianapolis and few people had 
the tim e or money to ride them The buggy 
trip to Rushville was tiring. So folks stayed 
home to shop. The villages of the day, 
therefore, supplied all people needed to live 
their quiet lives 


Capitol Commentary 


G o v e rn o r Otis R. Bowen 
Indiana state government, through the 
leadership of the Indiana State Police and 
local law enforcement agencies, has launched 
a statewide program aimed at preventing 
crim e 
The emphasis is on prevention, rather than 
on the results of crime, because a prevented 
criminal act eliminates the potential for 
property damage or personal injury on the 
part of its intended victim. 
Indiana 
officials 
studied 
prevention 
programs in other states and found them 
lacking because they failed to develop a total, 
statewide, and combined effort on the part of 
law 
enfo rcem en t, 
p riv ate 
citizens, 
businessmen, labor and industry. 
We tm vc developed 
this broadly-based 
approach and have identified the individual 
citizen as the crucial elemdnt in the process. 


Most 
property-related 
crimes—-such 
as 
house burglaries—occur with little or no 
forced entry required. In those cases, victims 
often 
had 
not 
taken 
even 
m inim um 
precautions 
to protect 
themselves 
from 
criminals 
In the case of auto thefts, law 
enforcement officials believe that as many as 


half the stolen vehicles had keys left in the 
ignitions 
By attacking the opportunity for the crime 
to be committed, we believe that we suc­ 
cessfully can combat the rising crime rate 
There is a great deal that can be done to 
stop crime if our citizens are m ade aware of 
proved crime-prevention techniques that can 
be put into everyday practice. 


Tile statewide crime prevention program 
envisions a massive education effort on the 
part of all sectors of society in a program to 
bring this information to the attention of 
individual citizens and to urge them to take 
crime prevention measures. There will lie 
printed m a te ria ls , audio-visual p resen ­ 
tations, civic group-oriented program s and 
mass media campaigns 
all employed to 
educate the public about these preventive 
measures. 


We hope to create an attitude of citizen 
involvement and urgency throughout the 
stale We want to make it tougher for the 
criminal to be successful. That will happen if 
our citizens take measures to m ake them­ 
selves less vulnerable to crime

Business Today 
Discrepancies

CARACAS, Venezuela (U PI) — -Unless 
there is a m ajor breakthrough, the price 
discrepancies am ong the 13 m em bers of the 
Organization of Petroleum E x p o r t i n g 
Countries 
seem 
unlikely 
to

soon, 
according to experienced Venezuelan oil 
sources. 


The sources reason that Saudi Arabia and 
the United Arab E m irates, which increased 
their prices by five per cent this year, and 
the other ll m em bers, which announced a IO 
per cent hike for the first half of 1977, 
followed by a further five per cent in July, 
still 
are 
far 
ap art 
on 
a 
compromise 
settlement. 


For one thing, pressure for a settlem ent of 
price differences in OPEC has lessened due 
to booming world dem and for oil which has 
blunted the Saudi threat of flooding the 
m arkets with lower-priced crude. 
Severe winter 
w eather 
in 
the 
United 
States has kept Venezuelan export levels 
high as well as 
those of other OPEC 
m em bers who opted for the higher increase 
Jan. I. 
Moreover, the Saudi decision to increase 
prices 
m oderately 
is 
linked 
to 
U.S. 
initiatives in bringing about a settlem ent of 
the Middle East conflict. 
The sources ray the increased demand, 
combined with political pressures, m ake it 
unlikely 
that 
OPEC 
will 
hold

early July in Stockholm. 
The Venezuelan expertr w arn, however 
that the real test will come when the ll

Lighter Side 
Advice Given 


tty DICK W EST 
WASHINGTON (U PI) — “ Nothing,” wrote 
La Rochefoucauld in 
1663, “ is given so 
profusely as advice.” 
But that was before the U.S. government 
began creating advisory com m ittees. 
If La Rochefoucauld w ere alive today, he 
surely would agree that the flow of advice 
had long since passed the point of profusion, 
by which we m ean am ple or abundant, and 
had reached the level of plethora. 
By which we m ean IO feet above flood 
stage. 
At 
last 
count, 
the 
bureaucracy 
was 
receiving advice from 1,156 duly constituted 
comm ittees at 
an annual 
cost of $53.8 
million. 
Suspicions have grown that some of these 
comm ittees keep them selves occupied by 
giving advice to each other. 
In any event, President C arter, finding 
himself awash in expertise, has instructed 
departm ent and agency heads to review the 
situation and abolish any com m ittees whose 
advice is dispensable. 
Perhaps the best way to approach the 
problem would be to appoint an advisory 
comm ittee on the 
abolition 
of advisory 
comm ittees. 
If I were a m em ber of such a comm ittee, 
I would advise m aking use of another type 
of governmental proliferation — namely, the 
preparation 
of 
environm ental 
i m p a c t 
statem ents. 


By act of Congress, these statem ents are 
required for all proposed* federal actions 
"significantly affecting the quality of the 
hum an environm ent.” 
Now coming in at the rate of m ore than 
1,000 
a 
year, 
they 
spew 
out 
more 
environm ental 
data 
than 
a d v i s o r y 
com m ittees hand out 
advice. Some are 
thousands of pages long and require a 
couple of years to compile. 
Thus far, 
most 
have 
involved 
power 
plants, highways, dam s and other public 
works. It is obvious, however, that certain 
types of advice could have greater im pact 
on the environm ent than any construction 
project. 


R ather 
than 
requiring 
a d v i s o r y 
com m ittees 
to 
justify 
their 
continued 
existence, 
C arter could simply 
issue 
a 
directive requiring 
them 
to p r e p a r e 
statem ents on their environm ental im pact. 
L et’s say for illustration purposes that 
your nam e is George W ashington and you 
are a m em ber of an advisory com m ittee on 
cherry trees. 


Before you can advise chopping down a 
tree, you m ust file a six-volume, 3,200-word 
statem ent showing how wielding the ax 
would effect the birds that nest in the 
branches, the bees that gather nectar from 
the blossoms, the w orm s that infest the fruit 
and so forth.
